Indians' 
enough to start a tribe,

federal 


court at Madison before Judge Uunu, 
and discharged. 
They had been ar- 


rested in tile northern part of 
tne 


state months ago for trivial offenses, 
brought all the way to Madison by 
United States Marshal Luwlston or 
his deputies, held In jail at federal 
expense for mouths, some 
having 


been in jail as long as* 140 days, and 
•when they were arraigned they were 
allowed to go free. 
Some were dis- 


charged after tuey had plcacied guil- 
ty to the trivial offenses 
charged. 


Judge Bunn, even though they admit- 
ted their guilt, discharged them with- 
out imposing any penalty, his rea- 
son being perhaps tho consideration 
of the fact that they had 
already 


been detained longer than the offense 
warranted, some a dozen times 
too ! 
long.

The System 


The sheriff of Danu 
-county 
re- 


ceives $3.50 a week from the govern- 
ment for the board of prisoners. This 
Is more than Is pall for tho board ot 
city prisoners or for state prisoners. 
City prisoners aro charged at 
'M 


cents a day or $3 a week. The state 
and county prisoners arc paid tor 
by the county under the contract 
with the sheriff, who receives ?u,uuu 
a year for the board of prisoners ami 
a salary of $",500 a year for services 
as an olilcer. 
A few years ago the 


sheriff received $3 a week from the 
board of state and county prisoners, 
all being paid by the county. 
With- 


in the past few years tho system has 
fteen changed Irom fees to salary, 
but the board of state and county 
prisoners Is Bald to pay less than $2 
a week under the present system. Ac- 
curate calculation upon this matter 
is impracticable. 


Indians Mad 


Tuesday morning when the Ind- 


ians were released, they were 
hot 


with indignation because they had 
been held in custody during 
tho 


most profitable season of the year 
to them. 
One large Indian said his 


treatment was the rankest kind oi 
Injustice. 
He was ordinarily able 


to earn hundreds of dollars ilsning 
in the season that he bad been held 
In jail, but now he was out all his 
time. 
He said the 
offense 
with 


which be was charged was so trlv 
lal that It made no difference 
to 


him whether he pleaded guilty or 
not and that he preferred to plead 
guilty because be knew If ho did so 
he would be discharged by the judge. 
He said tuat If he pleaded not guilty 
and tried to establish his innocence 
he would perhaps be held In jail for 
months longer and preferred to take 
the means to get back to his woric.

LYNCHING BE 


BAB MAN KILLS A DETECTIVE 


Fire Department 
Responds to 
False 


Alarm, Taking Its Course Past the 
Angered Citizens. Giving Opportua 
Ity to Clear City Hall Corridors. 


j CHINAMAN 
IS 
AMERICAN BORN 


Poorla. III.. Juno 21.—For several 


hours last nlptit and after midnight 
this morning a mob surged first around 
the city jail at the 
courthouse and 


later around tlic cminty Jail In ar. ef- 
fort to lynch a nesro murderer. "Billy" 
McCray, who had only a short time lie- 
fore killed Detective William K. Mur- 
phy, who had tried to arrest him. 


The police olllclals kept their heads 


well throughout the time the mob was 
at the highest pitch of excitement, and 
•with the aid of the tire department 
tired the mob. 


When the greater part of the crowd 


of would-be 
lynchers had 
dispersed 


there still remained many who had 
.known Murphy personally, and they 
still clung to the Idea of revenge, even 
when the mob was virtually dispersed. 


Play Neat Trick. 


It Is generally conceded that the 


skill and tact of Capt. Breymeyer and 
his assistants averted a repetition of 
the scenes which disgraced Belleville 
only a short time ago. 


After the negro had been arrested 


and fully Identified as the slayer of De- 
tective Murphy he was hurried to the 
city lockup In the city hall, where a 
great crowd gathered. 


The mob became really dangerous, 


at ' was preparing to force Its way 
Izuj the jail. The police saw the dan- 
ger and telephoned to the fire depart- 
ment. 


In a few moments the department, 


with more than the usual clanging of 
gongs, made a run past the city hall. 
The crowd was temporarily diverted, 
and hundreds followed the firemen, to 
realize only too late that they had 
been tricked. In the meantime the city 
hall corridors had been cleared and 
the mob left outside the building. 


Prisoner Is Removed. 


Before long the cries of "Lynch 


him!" "Burn him!" and "Bring him 
out!" were renewed and the situation 
became alarming. 


The police tried to quiet the crowd 


by speeches and assurances that the 
negro would be punished, but the more 
they talked the worse the excitement 
grew. 


It was first the Intention to keep 


McCray In the city jail until morning, 
or "until the crowd had dispersed, but 
•when It became so threatening, with 
no signs of abatement, and the reports 
brought In from the street were that 
something was being hatched tip. It 
was decided to take a desperate chance 
and get the man to the county jail. 


Lights Are Extinguished. 


Instructions were given to the elec- 


tric light plant and the lights along the 
street In front of the building were all 
put out. 


Again the (ire department was called 


to the city hall and In the darkness the 
police yelled to the firemen to turn 
the hose on the mob. 
The firemen 


made a great bustle and clatter, as It 
preparing to douse the crowd. 


During this diversion the negro was 


bustled Into a closed 
carriage and 


rushed to the county 
jail, 
several 


blocks away. 


The county pall Is a much stronger 


building than the city jail and by the 
time the mob reached there In the 
darkness it was 
greatly diminished 


and much discouraged over the way 
the police had tricked them. 


Slayer Has Bad Record. 


At an early hour the police were 


confident they had the affair well In 
band, and said they feared no further 
efforts at lynching. 


McCray Is a bad man, having a mur- 


der record. He was wanted for rob- 
bery which took place In the after- 
noon, and was armed, expecting arrest. 
Murphy, the murdered detective, was 
prominent In Knights of Father Math- 
ew circles. He was formerly a loco- 
motive engineer, und then a station- 
ary engineer at the sugar works. Ho 
bad served for fifteen years as detec- 
tive through the various changes of 
city administration. He leaves a wid- 
ow and family.
